At half- 
ast nine Mr. George Thompson, provost; Mr. A. 

avidson, sheriff of the county; and Mr. Arthur 
Dingwall Fordyce, M.P. for the city, proceeded on 
board the royal yacht to receive her Majesty’s com- 
mands. At eleven o’clock the gratifying announce- 
ment was made that the landing would take place at 
half-past eight o’clock on Friday morning. It was 
further arranged that her Majesty would receive the 
civic authorities at half-past one, to present a loyal 
and dutiful address, and confer the freedom of the 
city on Prince Albert, and also receive a deputation 
from the professors of Marischal College and the 
University. 

At one o’clock the whole of the vast amphitheatre 
around the dock was filled by persons in full 
dress. A detachment of military guarded three 
sides of the platform. The special constables lined 
the inner front of the circle, and the carriage way, 
which was railed off on the quay, was kept clear for the 
magistrates and council, who were now on their way 
to present the address. 

At half-past one the Lord Provost, accompanied by 
Captain Fordyce, M.P., Sheriff Davidson, and Sir 
Michael Bruce, arrived in a splendid carriage. They 
were received, with the town clerk, magistrates, Dr. 
Cruickshank, Professor Pirie, Rev. Dr, Pie, and Pro- 
fessor Martin, of Marischal College and University, 
by Sir G. Grey, on the quarterdeck of the Victoria and 
Albert. The officers were ranged by the fore rail, and 
the deputation on the starboard side of the quarter- 
deck. Ata quarter to one o’clock her Majesty and 
Prince Albert appeared on the maindeck, which was 
splendidly carpeted for the reception, and the moment 
they were recognised they were welcomed by a burst 
of cheering from the immense multitude who had con- 
pregaied to witness the reception. The Lord Provost, 

aving been introduced to her Majesty by Sir George 
Grey, did obeisance, and, kneeling, presented her 
Majesty with the silver keys of the city. The Lord 
Provost had then the honour of kissing hands, and 
presenting, in the name of the community, a loyal and 
dutiful address from the magistrates and council of the 
town. The Provost, in presenting the address, con- 
gratulated her Majesty and Prince Albert on their 
safe and speedy arrival in this ancient city, and begged 
to tender the grateful acknowledgments of the citizens 
for the distinguished honour thus confer1ed upon 
them, The Lord Provost then presented his Royal 
Highness the Prince Albert with the freedom of the 
city of Aberdeen, and, in doing so, observed that 
assuredly it could not be more worthily conferred, and 
it would afford great pleasure to the citizens to know 
that the name of his Royal Highness was enrolled among 
the burgesses of Bon Accord. His Royal Highness 
replied that “he felt much honoured by this mark of 
distinction from the citizens of Aberdcen, and highly 
appreciated the privilege of being enrolled a burgess 
of their ancient city.” 

Sir Michael Bruce, in the name of the Senate of 
Marischal College, next presented an address to her 
Majesty and to Prince Albert, which was by both most 
graciously received. : 

The Provost and magistrates then withdrew, and her 
Majesty and Prince Albert, advancing to the taffrail of 
the quarterdeck, were received with deafening shouts 
of applause. Retiring for a little, her Majesty and 
the Prince again advanced, and, with the Prince of 
Wales in one hand and the Princess Royal in the 
other, presented themselves before the multitude, who 
welcomed them with enthusiastic cheers, 

In the afternoon Prince Albert, accompanied by Sir 
James Clark and Sir George Grey, visited King’s 
rete hs and was received in the hall by the Earl of 
Aberdeen, chancellor of the university, Sir Michael 
Bruce, and the professors and magistrates of Old 
Aberdeen, Lord Aberdeen read an address from the 
Senatus to his catty Highness, which was ver 
cordially received and gratefully acknowledged. The 
Provost of Old Aberdeen also presented a loyal and 
constitutional address, which was received with equal 
cordiality. His Royal Highness showed the utmost 
courtesy to the large audience, comprising all the 
beauty and fashion of Old Aberdeen. ‘The Prince 
was then shown a the library and museum, 
after which his Royal Highness proceeded to Maris- 
chal College, where he was received by the professors 
in the open square of the court, and walked to the 
college hall, where an address was presented by Sir 
Michael Bruce.

THE LANDING AT ABRERDEEN.—FRIDAY, SEPT. 8, 

At an early hour on Friday morning the citizens of 

berdeen were all astir, By break of day thousands 
of pedestrians had arrived from the country, and 
planted themselves along the line chalked out for her 

Lajesty’s route on landing from the royal yacht, — 

At six o’clock the city bells were set ringing, 
banners were displayed from all the public buildings, 
the vessels in the dock, and from the top of every hill 
in the suburbs whence a view of the town might be 
obtained. The sun shone forth in summer splendour, 
the wind from the south-west was just fresh enough to 
spread the colours, and everything 

ala-day. At half-past seven o’clock the amphitheatre 

n frontof the RoyaL Anon was crowded, the 
of the ay, railed off was densely packed, and every 
window within sight of the dock was filled by elegantly- 
dressed ladies. Ata quarter to eight o’clock the Lord 
Provost, magistrates, and town council, the Karl of 
Aberdeen, in full uniform as lord-lieutenant of the 
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county, the sheriff, the convener of the county, and 
deputy-lieutenant, the members of Parliament for the 
city and county, the Provost and magistrates of Old 
Aberdeen, the ‘principals and professors of both uni- 
versities, and the clergy in their gowns, the parlia- 
mentary commissioners of the harbour, and other 
official gentlemen, took their position within a semi- 
circular enclosure immediately in front of the landing- 
place, The whole line of Waterloo-quay and Regent- 
quay, from the royal arch to the bottom of Marischal- 


Street on the north side, was filled in by about 2000 ' 


boys, with their teachers, from the various schools in 
the city. These little fellows marched in order to 
their places, each school carrying a flag with an 
appropriate motto, and in most cases heralded by a 
band of music. Not the least interesting groups of 
this gathering were the children connected with the 
Industrial Schools, nearly 400 of whom were placed at 
the entrance to Regent-bridge, dressed in their school 
clothes, and clean and tidy in appearance. From the 
landing-place on Waterloo-quay, ana onwards by 
Marischal-street to CASTLE-8STREET and Union-street, a 
carriage-way fifty feet broad had been railed off for the 
royal cortége, the granite pavement being covered 
over with sand for the occasion. 

Ata quarter to nine o’clock the officers on board 
the royal yacht took their places on the quarterdeck, 
the Earl of Aberdeen being present on this occasion. 
At ten minutes to nine o’clock her Majesty and Prince 
Albert, with the Prince of Wales and the Princess 
Royal, appeared on deck, and were received by a 
royal salute from a battery on the Inches, and spon- 
taneous and long-continued bursts of applause. Her 
Majesty was conducted down the steps of the landing 
by Lord Adolphus Fitzclarence, having the Princess 
Royal in her right hand, while Prince Albert followed 
with the Prince of Wales in one hand and Prince 
Alfred in the other. As her Majesty and the Prince 
passed through the royal arch and on to the crimsoned 
platform they were received by the Lord Provost, and 
again welcomed by a universal burst of cheers. The 
simple attire of the Queen, the kindly glance of her 
eye, and winning smile which animated her counte- 
nance as she advanced, and, with his Royal Highness, 
acknowledged the hearty and honest welcome which 
they had received from the denizens of the far north, 
did more to establish the house of Brunswick in the 
hearts of the Scottish people than all the display of 
pomp and grandeur by which royal visits to this city 
were formerly distinguished. 

At nine o’clock the royal cortége proceeded along 
the quay at a walking pace. On passing Waterloo- 
quay and Regent’s-quay the cheering multitude, 
waving their hats and handkerchiefs, with the boom- 
ing of cannon, formed a picture which cannot be de- 
scribed In the carriage immediately following that 
of her Majesty were Sir George Grey, Sir James Clark, 
Lord Alfred Paget, and the Hon. Captain Gordon; 
the next carriage contained the ladies in waiting, and 
was followed by another with the remaining members 
of her Majesty’s suite; then came the carriage of 
Lord Abartlest containing the noble earl, Lord Haddo, 
the Hon, Admiral Gordon, M.P., and Mr. Grant, 
convener of the county of Aberdeen. Sheriff David- 
son, and Captain Fordyce, the member for the city, 
occupied their own carriages alone, and, with the 
Lord Provost and magistrates in two carriages, led the 
procession; the carriage of the Lord Provost imme- 
diately preceding that of the Queen. The rear was 
brought up by a number of private carriages, contain- 
ing seyeral military officers, the deputy-lieutenants, 
and other gentlemen who were invited to a place in 
the enclosed area at the landing-place. : 

Having ascended Marischal-street, a magnificent 
view all at once burst upon the royal visitors. To the 
east, the fine old square, with its ancient and unique 
cross in the centre, and the colossal statue of the 
Duke of Gordon, carved out of a single block of blue 
granite, standing on a massive pedestal, were objects 
of peculiar attraction. To the north, a glance of 
King-street, with its handsome public buildings, fine 
churches, and elegant spires, was well calculated to 
excite admiration; but on turning to the left, by a 
gentle curve expressly made to bring King-street in 
view, Union-street was opened, which is believed to 
be without a parallel in the kingdom, This great 
undertaking was planned in the year 1801 by the 
magistrates of the city, the design being to bridge 
over the valley which separates the high ground 
of the old city, and which made its entrance in 
olden times very unsafe. The street Was laid out an 
English mile in length, 100 feet in breadth, and under 
such conditions as would ensure the erection of dressed 
granite buildings on both sides of notless than four 
stories high. <A bridge of three arches was first in- 
tended to be erected, but the late Mr. Telford, having 
occasion to pass through the town at the time, recom. 
mended a bridge of one arch. At the desire of the 
magistrates he furnished a plan of a one-arched bridge 
of 130 feet span, which was adopted, and built with 
2000 tons of granite, at a cost of £13,000. The street 
thus laid out was speedily built upon, and now ig nearly 
completed by two ranges of buildings of the most 
costly description, There is a gentle curve in the 
level, but the view from end to end is without inter- 
ruption. Along this street her Majesty and Prince 
Albert had to pass, and, when viewed from the point of 
CASTLE-STRNET where they turned, the scene was most 
brilliant. The reflection of the strong light from the 
mica of the granite, the clear colour of the stone, and 
the uniform surface of the buildings, made the whole 
appear as if the city had been hewn and polished from 
the rocks on which it is built. The cortége, after 
passing out of Union-street, turned to the left and went 
down Holborn-street to the Deeside road.

Thomas Burnett, lord lieutenant of the 
county, to the Queen and Prince Albert, 
who presented a loyal address from the 
nobility and gentry of the county, which 
was most graciously received. The Queen 
thanked Sir Thomas Burnett for the recep- 
tion, and expressed herself very much 
struck with the beautiful scenery of the 
district.

Upona Hae OF the Welsh. in 1294, under Madoc, 
son of Llewelyn, Prince of Wales, Caernarvon Castle 
and town were taken by the insurgents, the English 
inhabitants massacred, and the place burnt. In the 
insurrection of Owain Glyndwr it was defended for the 
King, Henry IV., by two Welsh captains, to whom it 
had been entrusted, In the civil war of Charles I. and 
the Parliament the Cast“, which was in the hands of 
the Royalists, was taken by Captain Swanley, a Parlia- 
mentarian, with four hundred prisoners, and a quan- 
tity of arms, ammunition, and other booty. It was 
soon, however, retaken by the Royalists. “In 1646 it 
was again besieged by the Parliamentary forces under 
Generals Mytton and Laugharne; and Lord Byron, 


the governor, was reduced to surrender, though upon. 


honourable terms. In 1648 General Mytton was be- 
sieged here by a force under Sir John Owen, but the 
approach of a superior force obliged Sir John to raise 
the siege, and his defeat shortly afterwards led to the 
entire submission of North Wales to the Parliament, 
Caernarvon occupies a peninsula formed by the 
Menai Strait on the north and west sides, and the 
Seiont on the south. The town is walled: the walls 
are defended by round towers, and had originally only 
two gates: other openings have been subsequently 
made to form a communication with the suburbs on the 
east, which have so far increased as to Inake a new 
town. The town walls unite with the CastTLe, which 


: 


is on the south side of the town on the banks of the 
Seiont. 

The external walls of the Cast are nearly entire, 
enclosing a space of three acres, of an oblong shape : 
they are from eight to ten feet thick, and have within 
their thickness a covered gallery with loopholes for 
the discharge of arrows. There are in the circuit of 
the walls numerous embattled towers with turrets; 
these towers are by no means of uniform shape—some 
are pentagonal, while others have six or eight sides, 
The Beagle Tower, so called from the figure of an eagle 
carved on it in stone (supposed to be of Roman origin, 
and transported here from the ruins of Segontium), 
contained the apartment in which Edward IL. was 
born, The principal entry is by a gateway originally 
defended by four portcullises, under a massy tower, on 
the front of which is a statue of Edward I. in a 
menacing posture; another is called Queen’s-gate, 
from Eleanor, the Queen of Edward I,, having entered 
by this gate when she came here to lie in. The in- 
terior is much dilapidated. ‘The mayor is, for the

Mretine or MIppLESEX MAGISTRATES.— 
At the meeting of the Middlesex magistrates held last 
week Mr. Maude, the deputy clerk of the peace, laid 
before the court the reports of the visiting justices of 
the various prisons. The report from Coldbath-fields 
Prison stated that it contained 955 male and 250 
female prisoners, exclusive of 14 children, making a 
total of 1219. The general state of health in the 
establishment was reported good. One death had 
oceurred since the last report. The report from the 
Westminster House of Correction spoke favourably of 
the general health ofthe prisoners. There was a total 
of 783 inmates (556 males, 217 females, and 14 children). 
The report from the House of Detention stated that 
that prison contained 118 prisoners, The total number 
of prisoners confined there since its opening in October 
last was 7546. 

Westminster Working Man’s EMIGRA- 
rion CLUB.—On Monday evening a numerous public 
meeting of the labouring classes, the majority of whom 
were respectable-looking mechanics, took place at the 
Working Man’s Institute, Pear-street, Strutton- 
ground, a very densely populated but wretched part of 
the metropolis, for the purpose of receiving the report 
of a committee appointed to inquire into the prac- 
ticability of forming an emigration club for the working 
classes. Mr. Stanford moved the adoption of the 
chairman’s report and the formation of aclub based on 
the resolutions of the committee, He saw from the 
returns of the trades unions that, of 200,000 working 
men in London, one-third were in employment, one- 
third in only partial employment, pawning their clothes 
and partly dependent on charity, and the remaining 
third sphotly relying upon charity! He then alluded 
to the rate of wages in our Australian colonies, and to 
the small proportion of human beings to the soil,.and 
concluded by contrasting the advantages to be derived 
from properly organized emigration clubs with the 
visionary prospects held out by the Chartists and their 
land scheme. Mr. Bray seconded the motion, which 
was carried nem, con, On the motion of Mr. Slaney, 
seconded by Mr. James, a committee was then formed 
for the purpose of carrying out the views of the club, 
and the meeting soon afterwards separated.

Tue Wreck or THE Ockan Monarcu.— 
Upwards of fifteen bodies have been cast ashore in the 
neighbourhood of Blackpool, Lytham, and Norbreck, 
together with charred timbers and plank, evidently 
the wreck of the ill-fated Ocean Monarch. On Wed- 
nesday the wind, which had previously been veering 
from south-east to south, changed to west, which will 
account for the bodies being restored to land in this 
direction. The bodies washed up at Blackpool were 
seven in number, namely, four women and three men, 
and we give the following particulars, which may be 
the means of leading to the identification of the 
bodies :—Ist. A portly lady, apparently about 30 years 
of age, of middle stature, with auburn hair, She had 
on a mourning large plaid cotton dress, and round her 
neck anelastic guard, attached to which is a small 
camphor-bag. She appears to have been a married 
lady, as there was on the third finger of her left hand 
a gold wedding-ring, also a gold hoop, in which was 
set a pink-coloured stone or piece of glass, stamped on 
the inside with the initials “J.C.” 2nd. This de- 
ceased is of slender make, having on her head a Dun 
stable bonnet, and a dress of blue hail-showered print) 
blue cotton skirt or top petticoat, and red flannel 
under-petticoat, and a red and white woollen plaid 
shawl. Under her dress she had on a man’s waist- 
coat made of worsted cloth, with a small red flower on 
a light ground, and small metal buttons. On the 
wedding-finger was a gold ring marked inside with 
the initials “G. W.” Round her neck was a double 
row of coral neck-beads with a gold clasp, and her 
arms appeared much scorched. The unfortunate 
creature had, it appeared, been thrown into premature 
confinement. She appeared to be about 43 years of 
age. The third woman was tall and slender, having 
a fine head of auburn-coloured hair. Her dress was a 
dark claret, made of Orleans cloth, ‘fitted up to the 
neck, Under her dress she wore a white skirt and 
white flannel petticoat; she had also ona pair of 
white socks, Round her neck was some black tape, 
loosely attached to which were two common box- 
keys, The fourth was a girl, apparently about seven 
or eight years of age, having on a green plaid over- 
coat open at the front, light blue socks, and a pair of 
ankle-strap shoes. The following are some particulars 
respecting the men cast onshore :—lst, An aged man, 
with bald head, without upper garments, having ona 
linen shirt, plain at the breast, with horn buttons at 
the neck and wrists, He had on two pairs of woollen 
cloth trousers, made of fine cloth, the colour of the 
under pair being light blue, and of the top (which 
buttoned up in front) black; brown knitted worsted 
stockings. Height, five feet eight or nine inches. 
2nd, This was evidently the body of a sailor, having 
on a blue flannel shirt, a pair of blue pilot cloth 
trousers, and a pair of sailor’s boots. Round his body 
he wore a leathern belt, in which was a sheaf con- 
taining a whittle-knife. He appeared about 30 years 
of age, and had black long hair. In his pocket was a 
small box-key. 3rd. The body of a boy, apparently 
about seven years of age, having on a jacket and 
trousers made of drab cotton cord, each knee of which 
was patched with a dark-coloured material of the same 
description. In addition to the above seven (two of 
which were cast up near South Shore), four bodies, 
all women, were washed up near Norbreck. The 
following are a few particulars respecting these:—In 
one of the women’s pockets were found a scent-bottle, 
a coloured bead paras containing sixteen shillings, 
one wedding and two ornamental tings, a silver 
watch, black braid watchguard and riband, and 
small gold watch key and gold chain, five keys and 
one lock, On the person of this deceased was a pair 
of light blue jean stays, a purple silk dress, white pet- 
ticoat, trimmed with lace, and a good pair of cloth 
boots. Inthe pocket of another (who was attired in 
a brown silk dress, and appeared about 35 years of 
age) was found £3 in gold, one shilling, three combs 
(including one tortoiseshell comb for the back hair , 
penknife with pearl handle, a purse, and a wrist-cuff, 
‘rhe body of a third seemed to be that of a young 
serson about 14 years of age. Two of the above had 
i laid dresses, and one a fine bonnet, with veil at- 
tashed: Three out of the four have been interred at 
Bispham.

At the 
top of this slip, near the edge of this cliff, Miss Ste- 
phens was observed sitting, and the next that was seen 
of her she was found by another coast-guard man a 
mutilated corpse, on the beach immediately below. 
It is possible deceased may have mistaken the slip for 
the zig-zag, and unwittingly ventured to descend by 
the former. The cliff here is some 200 feet in height. 


A FemMALe KILLED on THE LONDON AND 
Nortn-Western Rartway.—On Monday a poor 
woman met her death on this line of railway, at Stetch- 
ford.

The only chance of 
saving him was by amputation, but to this he positively 
refused to submit, expressing his wish rather to die 
than undergo the operation. He died the next day.

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We have already briefly noticed the events 
which attended the opening of this magnificent 
undertaking to the public, and we now give an 
ILLUSTRATION and some further details. Among 
the grandest of railway results may be classed the 
bridge under consideration, with reference severally 
to its extent, the difficulties of its construction, 
and its ultimate use, as an integral portion of the 
York, Newcastle, and Berwick Railway. 

The opening of this (the high level) bridge between 
Newcastle and Gateshead took place recently amid 
great rejoicing. The builders of the bridge, who 
had completed the temporary structure which was 
to serve its purposes till the permanent erection 
was finished, had not thought of Opening it pub. 
licly, and did so only in compliance with the soli- 
citations of friends. A preparatory testing of this 
structure had taken place a few days before, several 
trucks, containing about 60 tons of iron, having been 
repeatedly conveyed to and fro, with such satisfac- 
tory results as to leave no doubt of its perfect sta. 
bility. The train intended for the opening consisted 
of an engine and tender, and nine carriages filled 
with gentlemen, ‘The trip was performed success- 
fully. On reaching the Neweastle station the tra- 
vellers alighted, and the mayor led the way to an 
entertainment provided at the Queen’s Head. His 
worship occupied the chair, and gave the usual loyal 
toasts,—Mr, Hudson, M.P., in acknowledging a 
compliment paid to him, gracefully referred to his 
late friend, Mr, George Stephenson, as the origin- 
ator of the project, and acknowledged that it was 
to his friend, Mr. Robert Stephenson, and that 
gentleman’s colleague, Mr, T, E, Harrison, that 
he was chiefly indebted for the efficiency with 
which his undertakings were executed, THe and 
his brother directors had found in Mr. Harrison all 
that could be wished for : they had found in him 
not only an engineer capable of carrying out the 
great work with which his name would be asso- 
ciated—a work enough to immortalize any man— 
but they had also found in him an able assistant 
and adviser in many difficulties, T'o the courtesy 
of Mr. Harrison he thought the corporation df 
Newcastle would bear ample testimony ; and the 
calmness and good sense which had distinguished 
him throughout the whole of the proceedings had 
entitled him to the respect of the board with whom 
he had acted, and he believed also to the respect of 
the town of Newcastle. From the first, when the 
shareholders did him (Mr, Hudson) the honour to 
associate him with those gentlemen with whom he 
had the pleasure to act in managing these under- 
takings, he had always endeavoured to select the 
most able officials to carry out his plans. The Duke 
of Wellington might have been the most consum- 
mate general, but if the duke’s officers had not 
done justice to his personal ability, the duke would 
have been left in the lurch. He (Mr. Hudson) did 
not assume to himself the same talent which was 

ossessed by the Duke of Wellington, but he hoped 

e might claim the credit of having shown a felicity 
in the selection of gentlemen around him who had 
evinced a great deal of anxiety in carrying out the 
wishes of the directors for the accommodation of 
the public.—Mr. G. Crawshay rose to respond to

Fletcher, and several other officers on the en- 
gine; and large quantities of coal and coke have 
since crossed the ‘l'yne from the south, ‘The break 
in railway communication here is no more.

Had Spencer understood the lamentation, its 
wildness would not have been the only thing that would 
have arrested his attention. With her mourning over 
the dead were mingled many wild and passionate allu- 
sions to the desolate state of the country, and to the 
oppression of the sons of Ireland.

‘These, and 
many other bi Seg of the speaker's national or private 
griefs, were all thrown out in the form of an address to 
the deceased, the pathos and poetry of. which it would 
be impossible for those who do not know the Irish cha- 
racter to conceive, and which we confess ourselves 
unable to paint. This lament, however, Spencer was 
not able to understand; but he observed, with sur- 
prise, that in the middle of her mourning she raised 
her head from the grave, and addressed herself in Eng- 
lish, in a tone of mingled reproach and pathos, to a 
person whom Spencer, gathering from one expression, 
supposed to be her husband, and whom she. upbraided 
with having left her desolate now twenty years. 
Spencer was not able to tell to whom the Irish portion 
of the address was directed; but he not unnaturally 
inferred that the English portion constituted merely 
a variation, or probably a translation, of the Irish; and 
he concluded, certainly with some surprise, well as he 
knew the superstitious carefulness with which the 
Trish cherish the memory of sorrow, that he was actu- 
ally a witness to the moral miracle of a widow mourn- 
ing over the grave which twenty years before had 
closed’upon her husband’s corpse.

I telyou again, it is written above the 
stars, in the books of those that watch over Ireland 
above. Misery you may bring upon yourself, misery 
upon her; ablast and a crime upon you both; perhaps 
death anda prison to a chief. William Spencer, this 
is your first and your last warning. I tell you God’s 
truth—I tell it, I heard it from the white lady that 
never uttered what was false. I swear it to you now 
by that holy cross that blessed hands placed long ago 
over that sacred arch—you now know the fate, Wil- 
liam Spencer; this is your first and your last warning.’ 

«This startling address was delivered with some 
wildness, but at the same time with an awful solemnity 
of manner. When she spoke of the cross she raised 
her long bony arm and pointed with her fingers to the 
topmost part of a beautifully-arched window. Spen- 
cer’s eye had scarcely been withdrawn from gazing on 
the object at which she pointed, when she stalked 
slowly away over the graves,,and disappeared into the 
ruins of the abbey. ‘ Woran!’ cried Spencer, ‘in the 
name of God tell me what is this!’ He stopped irre- 
solutely for a moment, and then rose and followed her 
into the ruin. In that moment’s pause she was gone. 
He made the old walls echo to his voice, crying, 
‘Woman! woman!’ but echo was the only answer he 
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received. He emerged again into the light; but 
though an open grass fiel surrounded the ruins for 
some space, he could see no figure moving away— 
nothing but the little mounds where the dead were 
tranquilly sleeping, and the white rods, with their 
rags quivering and glittering in the moonbeams as 
before,’ 

But the subject is, in one respect, ill chosen. It 
rehearses old religious animosities, which unhappily 
have not yet fallen asleep. If it finds its way to 
the shores of that country, part of whose history it 
relates, it will furnish an addition, slight perhaps, 
to the religious rancour which exists there still. 
In a word, it will offend one set of prejudices just 
as grievously as if it were written on the state of 
parties in Ulster at the present day; and the times 
call for. anything but a widening of the breach. 
In this respect we may congratulate the author on 
the comparative weakness with which he has 
executed his task, since, as it pleases less, it will 
pain less; and this is a merit, however negative its 
quality.

Horses : their Varieties, Breeding, and Management 
in Health and Disease. By H. D, Richardson. 

London: W. 8. Orr and Co. 

This publication is one of a series meant for prac- 
tical use, each part being complete in itself. The 
object is to instruct the employer in the care of his 
beast; history and zoological description being 
held in secondary importance. With this notice 
we should dismiss the work as unfitted for quota- 
tion in our columns, but for a passage which it 
contains concerning the famous ‘* Whisperer,’’ ex- 
tracted from Townsend’s ‘‘ Survey of the County 
Cork’? :— 
HORSE-TAMING, 

« James Sullivan was a native of Cork, and an awk- 
ward, ignorant rustic, of the lowest class, generally 
known by the appellation of ‘ The Whisperer,’ and his 
profession was horsebreaking. The credulity of the 
vulgar bestowed that epithet upon him, from an opi- 
nion that he communicated his wishes to the animal 
by means of a whisper ; and the singularity of his me- 
thod gave some colour to the superstitious belief. As 
far as the sphere of his control extended, the boast of 
‘veni, vidi, vici,’ was more justly claimed by James 
Sullivan than by Cwsar or even Bonaparte himself. 
How his art was acquired, or in what it consisted, is 
likely to remain for ever unknown, as he has ey left 
the world without divulging it. His son, who follows 
the same occupation, possesses but a small portion of 
the art, having either never learned the true secret, or 
being incapable of putting it in practice. The wonder 
of his skill consisted inthe short time requisite to 
accomplish his design, which was performed in private, 
and without any apparent means of coercion. Every 
description of horse, or even mule, whether previously 
broke or unhandled, whatever their peculiar vices or 
ill habits might have been, submitted, without resist- 
ance, to the magical influence of his art, and in the 
short space of half an hour became gentle and tract- 
able, The effect, though instantaneously produced, 
was generally durable; though more submissive to him 
than to others, yet they seemed to have acquired a do- 
cility unknown before. When sent for to tame a vicious 
horse, he directed the stable in which he and the sub- 
ject of his experiment were placed to be shut, with 
orders not to open the door until a signal was given, 
After a tete-a-tete between him and the horse for about 
half an hour, during which little or no bustle was 
heard, the signal was made, and on opening the door 
the horse was seen lying down, and the man by his 
side, playing familiarly with him, like a child with a 
puppy dog, From that time he was found perfectly 
willing to submit to discipline, however repugnant to 
his nature before. Some saw his skill tried on a horse 
which could never be brought to stand for a smith to 
shoe him. The day after Snuilivan’s half-hour lecture, 
I went, not without some incredulity, to the smith’s 
shop, with many other curious spectators, where we 
were eyewitnesses of the complete success of his art. 
This, too, had been a troop horse, and it was supposed, 
not without reason, that after regimental discipline had 
failed, no other would be found availing. I observed 
that the animal seemed afraid whenever Sullivan either 
spoke or looked at him, How that extraordinary 
ascendancy could have been obtained it is difficult to 
conjecture, In common cases this mysterious prepa- 
ration was unnecessary, | Tle seemed to possess an 
instinctive power of inspiring awe, the result, per- 
haps, of natural intrepidity, In which I believe a great 
part of his art consisted; though the circumstance of 
the tete-d-tete shows that. upon particular occasions 
something more must have been added toit, A faculty 
like this would, in other hands, have made a fortune ; 
and great offers had been made to him for the exercise 
of his art abroad, but. hunting and attachment to his 
native soil were his ruling passions. He lived at home 
in the style. most agreeable to his disposition, and

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PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. — 


(From our own Correspondent.) 
HE worthy prefét who superintends the 
affairs of police in this once luxurious 
capital tells us, by a formal report just 
published, that at no former period, and 
under no previous regimen, did Paris 
offer more respect for persons, or more 
_ Security for property. Orders were ar- 
riving from the departments. The ma- 
nufacture of articles of luxury and jew- 
ellery partook of that resuscitation, as 
appears from the returns of the inspector- 

eneral of the hall mark at the Mint of 

aris. ‘The articles of jewellery com- 
pleted and ordered during the last five 
months Pivcunee the following  re- 
ceipts :—In April, 9000f.; May, 11, 000f.; 
Juhi; 17,000f.; July, 19 000f; ; ; August, 
36,000f. The number of workmen re- 
duced by distress to reside in lodging- 
houses had considerably diminished. 
So far well; but, nevertheless, the proofs are innu- 
merable to what miserable condition revolution and 
insurrection have reduced commercial and manufac- 
turing enterprise. 

In the discussion which took place in the Assembl] 
last week, M. Grandin observed, “If the Assembly 
wished to know the real situation of manufacturers, 
let it institute a parliamentary inquiry.
